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T^HE  object  of  this  Institution  is  to  afford  a  home  for  desti¬ 
tute  colored  children  of  our  own  and  neighboring  counties, 
giving  them  the  rudiments  of  a  simple  education,  and  training 
them  to  habits  of  order  and  industry.  At  a  suitable  age  they 
are  indentured  to  respectable  families,  in  the  country  if  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  children  of  those  who  are  earning  their  living  at  do¬ 
mestic  service,  are  also  sometimes  admitted  at  a  moderate 


weekly  charge.

MANAGERS’  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Home  for  Destitute  Colored  Children, 
offer  their  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  to  their  friends  and 
contributors.  There  are  now  43  children  in  the  Home,  34 
bovs  and  9  girls;  26  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  15  were 
indentured,  generally  to  farmers,  9  were  returned  to  their 
parents  or  guardians,  1  died,  1  absconded.  The  objects  of  the 
Institution  are  briefly  stated  on  a  preceding  page.  But  one  or 
two  instances  of  their  practical  working,  may  give  warmth  and 

color  to  otherwise  dry  statistics.

A  boy  of  eleven,  brought  by  his  mother  from  Virginia,  and 
soon  after  left  an  orphan,  without  home  or  friends,  started  out 
to  seek  employment  in  the  streets,  seeing  a  colored  lad  holding 
a  doctor’s  horse,  he  applied  to  him  for  help,  and  was  taken  into 
the  boy’s  employer,  who  at  once  became  interested,  gave  him 
temporary  shelter,  and  finally  took  him  to  the  Home.  He  re¬ 
mained  there  several  weeks  and  was  then  sent  to  a  Friend’s 
family  in  the  country,  where  he  gives  entire  satisfaction. 

In  another  case,  a  boy  of  fourteen,  found  sleeping  in  station 
houses  by  night,  and  begging  his  food  in  the  markets  by  day, 
was  admitted  to  the  Home  in  consideration  of  his  especial 
needs,  although  over  the  age  prescribed  by  its  rules.  He 
proved  tractable  and  orderly,  was  indentured  to  a  farmer  near 
Abington,  and  now  gives  promise  of  a  useful  life. 

One  more  instance  will  suffice.  A  woman  deserted  by  her 
husband,  brought  her  little  girl  nine  years  old  from  Maryland 
to  Philadelphia,  where  the  mother  was  taken  ill,  and  being  a 
stranger,  and  homeless,  one  of  our  managers  found  a  place  for 
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her  at  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital  and  placed  the  child  at  the 
Home,  where  she  was  kept  until  her  mother’s  recovery. 

These  are  but  a  few  among  many  instances  of  similar  interest, 
and  although  it  is  true  that  all  do  not  result  quite  so  happily,  the 
effort  to  turn  these  little  tempted  vagrants  into  a  path  of  useful¬ 
ness  and  respectability,  is  in  the  main  rewarded  with  success. 
It  is  but  just  to  say  that  this  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
kind  and  judicious  matron  who  rules  the  Home.  The  preva¬ 
lence  of  the  small  pox  made  the  past  winter  one  of  great 
danger  and  anxiety.  Every  precaution  was  taken,  and  though 
the  epidemic  did  appear,  the  cases  were  very  light.  The  first 
patients  were  sent  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  but  as  this  did 
not  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  in  the  household,  the 
matron  preferred  to  nurse  the  others  in  the  Institution  where 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  Musser,  whose  attention  was  unfailing, 
they  entirely  recovered. 

Although  sickness  has  interferred  in  some  measure  with  the 
regular  instruction,  yet  the  school  has  prospered  under  the  care 
of  its  faithful  teacher,  Baker  Scanlan. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  made  at  the  Home, 
without  extra  expense,  and  not  including  the  articles  made  by 
the  managers  and  friends  at  their  meetings  for  sewing  for  the 
Home,  23  dresses,  78  shirts,  20  skirts,  98  pairs  of  pantaloons, 
15  chemises,  20  bed  quilts,  pieced  and  quilted,  10  bed  ticks,  8 
bolster  cases,  2  under  waists,  12  pairs  of  suspenders,  4  aprons. 
In  conclusion  we  would  say  to  the  friends  of  the  Home,  and  to 
those  who  may  become  interested  in  it,  that  while  it  is  indebted 
in  the  past  for  much  kindness  and  liberality,  it  certainly  is 
greatly  in  need  of  further  assistance,  and  we  believe  deserving 
of  it.

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Sixth  day  (Friday)  of  each  month,  at  104  o’clock,  A.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  :  Calling  of  the 
roll  Minutes  of  previous  meeting.  Reports  of  committees, 
viz  :  House  Committee,  School  Committee,  Clothing  Committee, 
Admission  and  Dismission  Committee,  Indenturing  Committee. 
Unfinished  business,  New  business,  Moneys  collected,  Donations 
in  goods,  kc. 


ARTICLE  III. 

At  a  Special  Meeting,  to  be  held  within  one  week  after  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  the  Managers  shall  elect  from 
their  number,  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  ;  and  the 
following  Standing  Committees  : 

A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission. 

A  Household  Committee. 

A  Clothing  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  Education. 

They  shall  also  elect  at  this  meeting  a  Matron,  Teacher,  and 

such  other  officers  and  care-takers  as  are  necessary. 

•/ 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Duties  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
shall,  at  the  time  appointed,  take  the  chair  ;  open  the  meeting 
with  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  ;  call  for  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  meeting :  preserve  order  ;  appoint  all  committees,  un¬ 
less  otherwise  provided  for  ;  giving  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie, 
and  shall  be  ex-oificio  member  of  all  committees. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

Of  the  Secretaries. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  minute  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board ;  issue  all  notices ;  make  all  written  com¬ 
munications  directed  by  the  Board  ;  and  have  charge  of  all  doc¬ 
uments  and  records  not  connected  vTith  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspon¬ 
dence,  prepare  the  Annual  Report,  and  preserve  copies  of  all 
her  communications. 


ARTICLE  YI. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Mana¬ 
gers  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  “  Home,”  and  keep  a  fair 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  summary  of  her  receipts  and  expenditures  to  the  Board, 
and  an  annual  report  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  shall  meet  at  the 

Home  ”  on  every  Sixth  day,  from  11  to  8  o'clock.  To  this 
Committee  all  applications  for  admission  shall  be  referred,  and 
by  it  decided.  This  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  registry, 
in  wffiich  they  shall  enter  the  name  and  age  of  every  child  re¬ 
ceived,  also  the  date  of  admission,  whence  and  from  whom  re¬ 
ceived.  If  the  child  has  near  connections,  note  the  degree  of 
kindred,  and  residence  of  the  same  ;  ascertain  whether  the  chil¬ 
dren  have  had  the  measles,  whooping-cough,  small  pox,  or  scarlet- 
fever,  or  whether  they  have  been  vaccinated.  These  particulars 
shall  have  a  place  on  record,  together  with  other  circumstances 
which  may  be  of  importance  to  them  or  to  the  Institution  at  a 
future  day.  If  brought  by  a  parent,  obtain  his  or  her  signature 
to  the  form  which  is  provided  for  the  same.  Where  the  child  is 
brought  by  his  friend  or  well-wisher,  call  in  the  aid  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  some  other  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  secure 
the  approval  of  a  Judge  of  a  court  of  record.  When  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  placed  out,  state  particularly  with  whom,  the  residence 
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or  occupation  of  master  or  mistress,  and  particularly  note  the 
day  of  removal  from  the  ‘‘Home,"  whether  by  death  or  other¬ 
wise  ;  also  the  change  of  place  which  may  occur  with  some 
of  our  wards.  When  children  are  placed  on  trial,  it  shall  be  for 
one  month  ;  if  returned  at  the  expiration  of  said  time,  they  shall 
be  well  clothed  by  the  employer,  or  he  be  required  to  pay  25 
cents  per  week,  for  as  many  weeks  as  he  shall  have  had  their  ser¬ 
vices.  A  promise  to  do  so  shall  be  made  by  him  in  writing,  on 
receiving  the  child  or  children.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Household. 

The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  “Home”  once  a  week, 
and  oftener  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  ad¬ 
ministered  with  order,  prudence  and  economy  ;  also,  that  proper 
attention  is  paid  to  the  habits,  manners  and  persons  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  ;  also,  that  peace,  harmony  and  domestic  religion  are  cul¬ 
tivated.  They  shall  also  keep  a  book  for  the  purpose  of  enter¬ 
ing  all  gifts  and  benefits  conferred  on  the  Institution  which  do 
not  appear  on  the  Treasurer’s  record.  They  shall  make  a  weekly 
call  on  the  Matron  for  a  report  in  writing  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Clothing. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  see  that  the  children 
are  supplied  seasonably  with  all  necessary  clothing,  including 
hats,  caps,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  which 
are  needed  upon  leaving  the  Home.  They  shall  report,  when 
necessary,  to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

*/ 

This  Committee  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruction,  visit 
the  school  weekly,  and  provide  furniture,  books,  and  whatever 
may  be  needed  fhr  the  use  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  above  named  Committees  shall  render  monthly  reports  to 
the  Board,  all  of  which  shall  be  in  writing,  as  well  as  all  resolu¬ 
tions  and  resignations. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Board  shall  be  divided  into  Committees,  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  funds  for  the  support  of  this  Institution,  which 
Committees  shall  report  monthly. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Board,  children  under  peculiar 
circumstances,  of  all  ages,  may  be  temporarily  sheltered,  until 
some  provision  can  be  made  for  them. 

ARTICLE  XIY. 

All  communications  intended  for  publication,  must  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Board  for  their  approval. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  stated  meeting,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting.
